BIEN HOA, Vietnam (UPI)— Seven of 
the eight U.S. Special Forces men clear­ 
ed of murder charges boarded a “ Free­ 
dom Bird” jetliner tonight and took off 
for the United States. 
The Green Berets, freed less than 24 
hours earlier by order of Army Secre­ 
tary Stanley R. Resor, left their air- 
base 15 miles northeast of Saigon. 
They and 212 other passengers were 
bound for Travis Air Base, Calif., aboard 
a chartered Seaboard World Airlines 
DC8 jet. GIs departing the war zone 
call the planes “ Freedom B irds.” 
Sfc. Alvin Smith of 
Naples, 
Fla., 


the only enlisted man originally accused 
in the alleged slaying of a Vietnamese 
national last June 20, was not aboard 
the flight. He was departing on anot'ier 
plane Wednesday. 
Smith, on instructions from his at­ 
torney, had agreed only Monday to tes­ 
tify against the seven officers. 
The Green Beret officers, including 
Col. Robert B. Rheault, former com­ 
mander of the 5th Special Forces Group 
in Vietnam, waited for the plane in 
an airconditioned VIP van at Bien Hoa 
and boarded the jetliner 10 minutes be­ 
fore the other passengers. 


Rheault said earlier today he believed 
that Thai Khac Chuyen, the alleged vic­ 
tim in the case, was a North Vietnamese 
agent. 
He said he considered Chuyen “ a pen­ 
etration double agent,” but declined fur­ 
ther comment on ti.e case because of its 
secret nature. He also declined to con­ 
firm whether a man was actually killed 
in the incident 
“ I have nothing to say on that,” 
Rheault said. 
The seven beret officers were wear- 
jungle fatigues and carrying their “ Class 
A” khaki uniforms when they boarded 


the plane. They stood on the ramp and 
gave “ V” and thumbs-up signals to 
photographers. 
The berets were traveling on a “ one- 
class” flight. There is no first class’ 
section on m ilitary charters. The men, 
who had been up since 3 a.m., appeared 
to be tired from the long day. 


“ 1 would just as soon have completed 
my tour,” Rheault told newsmen who ask­ 
ed him how it felt to be going home. 
“ It’s been a hectic day, said Capt. 
Jam es Brumley, 27, of Ada, Okla.,” 
“ but this is a good ending to it.”

C ritics charge that heavy urbaniza­ 
tion that has grown up around the staging 
area now makes the arrangement hazard­ 
ous.

WASHINGTON (UPD - President Nix­ 
on today urged the American people not 
to “ buckle” or “ run away” but to stand 
fast in forcing the Communists to nego­ 
tiate a peace in South Vietnam. 
The President said he hoped American 
political leaders would “ match the sac­ 
rifices” that American fighting men have 
made in Vietnam. 
Nixon’s rem arks, delivered as he pre­ 
sented a Presidential unit citation to the 
1st Marine Regiment, came shortly after 
a lengthy meeting with Republican con­ 
gressional leaders. 
The leaders reported that the P resi­ 
dent wished Americans planning to dem­ 
onstrate against the war next month would 
direct their pleas to Hanoi and not to 
Washington. 
The leaders also reported Nixon de­ 
nounced 
what were described as ‘ bug 
out” resolutions to set a timetable for 
total withdrawal from Vietnam. 
One participant said the President’s 
view 
was that “ he might as well pull 
the negotiators out” of P aris if Con­ 
gress adopts legislation setting a with­ 
drawal deadline. 
At the award ceremony Nixon said 
when peace comes — “ we will bring 
peace.” He said — it will be “ due to the 
fact that Americans, when it really coun­ 
ted, did not buckle, did not run away, 
but stood fast — so that the enemy 
. . . had no hope but to negotiate a fair 
peace which is all that we require from 
them .” 
Addressing the Marines nearby, Nixon 
said: 
“ It is very difficult to fight any kind 
of war. It was difficult even when the 
country was united as it was in World 
War II. 
It is even more difficult to 
fight . . . when the nation is divided.” 
After their meeting with the P resi­ 
dent, spokesmen for the GOP leader­ 
ship said since the death of North Viet­ 
nam’s president, Ho Chi Minh, Hanoi’s 
representatives in P aris had been more 
adamant than ever and were proceeding 
‘‘on a harder and harder line.” 
House GOP Leader Gerald R. Ford 
of Michigan and Senate Republican Lead­ 
e r Hugh Scott of Pennsylvania said the 
President and the leaders agreed that 
setting an arbitrary date for withdraw- 
ing all U.S. forces from Vietnam would 
prolong the war by strengthening Hanoi’s 
temptation to hold out more concessions. 
Scott, who called Monday for a 60-day 
moratorium on public criticism of Nix­ 
on’s war policies and peace efforts, said 
he was not in any way suggesting re­ 
pression of dissent. 
He said the request was m erely ask­ 
ing that the public, including members 
of Conrress of both parties, not add 
to the difficulties of achieving peace 
in Vietnam. 
Scott and Senate GOP whip Robert 
P. Griffin proposed the two-month lay­ 
off from antiwar speeches after a week­ 
end meeting with Nixon. 
Nixon was said to feel hi will be bet­ 
ter able to judge the attitudes of Ho 
Chi Minh’s successors in Hanoi if Con­ 
gress stalls its criticism . 
But 24 Senate and House members 
have already agreed to introduce resolu­ 
tions on Oct. 8 calling for an end to the 
war and a pul lout of all l.S . troops. 
The resolutins are one week in advance 
of a one-day protest of the war being 
organized by various forces. 
Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, desig­ 
nated along with Sen. George McGovern, 
d-S.D , to draft tjie Oct. 8 resolution, 
said he would insist the statement be 
nonpartisan, 
and 
not a Democratic 
‘ political toy.” 
• After all,” he said, “ the Democrats 
in the White House led us into this war. 
It Isn’t Nixon’s war yet.” Sen Edward 
M. Kennedy, D-Mass,, backed Church. 
Rep. M orris K. Udall, D-Ariz., said 
be expected members erf both parties 
would support the resolution.

Brandt receives 
Democrat backing 


BONN 
(UPI)— Chairman 
Walter 
Scheel of the Free Democrats said to­ 
day his third party had agreed provision­ 
ally to help Foreign Minister Willy 
Brandt unseat Chancellor Kurt Georg 
Keisinger and become the first Social 
Democrat!'- head of a German govern­ 
ment in 40 years. 
Scheel, in a statement, said his party’s 
executive committee and parliamentary 
deputies had authorized him to open 
negotiations with Brandt. 
Brandt’s chance.-^ of forming the next 
government 
also were given a boost 
when the West German mark rose from 
4 to 5 per cent on European money 
m arkets under a government decision to 
let it seek its own level. 
Wolfgang Schollwer, editor of the party 
newsletter, said voters in Sunday’s par­ 
liamentary elections 
gave the Free 
Democrats a mandate to bring about a 
change of power. 
“ The party is firmly determined to 
fulfill the mandate of its voters.” he 
said in a special edition of the news­ 
letter. 
The statement came as the executive 
committee of the Free Democrats met 
in a Parliament caucus room to decide 
formally an offer by Brandt to form .t 
coalition 
The Free Democrats won only 30 seats 
in the 496-seat lower house that chooses 
the chancellor and government. But neith­ 
er of the two larger parties won a maj­ 
ority—Brandt’s Social Democrats winning 
224 seats and Kiesinger’s Christian 
Democrats winning 242. 
According 
to 
West 
German news­ 
papers, Brandt offered the foreign min­ 
iste r’s post to Free Democratic leader 
Walter Scheel if the sm aller party joins 
his Social Democrats in a coalition 
Scteel’s only cabinet service was as 
m inister of economic cooperation-deal­ 
ing with foreign aid—from 1961 to 1966. 
In those years the Democrats were 
junior partners in a coalition with the 
Christian Democrats. 
Kiesinger invited Brandt to a noon 
meeting to discuss the political situa­ 
tion following the election. In thè three 
years before election, Brandt’s and Kies­ 
inger’s parties formed a “ grand coali­ 
tion” leaving the Free Democrats in 
tiny opposition. 
Kiesinger also invited Scheel to come 
to the chancellory to discuss a Free 
Democrat-Christian Democrat coalition. 


But Scheel delayed showing up pending 
a F ree Democrat decision on the Brandt 
offer. 


A joint communique issued after the 
Kiesinger-Brandt 
meeting said that “ a 
possible continuation of the present coal­ 
ition was not discussed ” 


While the politicians maneuvered, the 
price of the German mark rose in free 
trading in the money markets. The out­ 
going Keisinger-Brandt government de­ 
cided Monday to free the m ark’s ex­ 
change rate temporarily in hopes of end­ 
ing speculation Spectators had gambled 
on the official rate being increased.

U.S. to withdraw troops 


from Thailand during 1970 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - The White 
House, under increasing pressure to 
lower its m ilitary commitments in South­ 
east Asia, announced today the United 
States would withdraw 6,000 of its 48,- 
000 troops from Thailand by mid-1970. 
The 
White 
House 
statement said 
the withdrawal would begin within a few 
weeks and would be completed by July 
1, 1970 
The White House said the status of the 
42,000 
remaining troops in Thailand 
would depend on developments 
n the 
Vietnam war. 
Most of the GIs in Thailand arc a ir­ 
men assigned to the big air bases sup­ 
porting the U.S. effort in v letnam. 
The announcement came as the Senate 
Foreign 
Relations 
Committer? began 
hearings on U.S. overseas commitments, 
including a 1965 agreement with Thailand 
presumably pledging U.S. support of the 
Thai government in event of Communist 
attack from within or from outside the 
country. 
Nixon said during a July trip to South­ 
east Asia that nations in the troubled 
area must shoulder an increasing respon­ 
sibility for their own defense, but dur­ 
ing a stop in Thailand he said the United 
States would * stand proudly with Thai­ 
land against those who might threaten 
it from abroad or from within ” 
The 
seemingly 
contradictory state­ 
ments led to much criticism of the 
Nixon Administration’s stand in Asia. 
The Thai government has exhibited 
some irritation over some sharp c ri­ 
ticism in this country over U.S. in­ 
volvement in their country and has said 
it does not need U.S. troops there. 
The controversy began whenSen. J W. 


Fulbright, D-Ark., a persistent critic of 
U.S. involvement in Asia, disclosed July 
7 before the President’s trip that the 
United States had a “ secret agreement” 
with Thailand to support Thai military 
forces. 
Thai officials subsequently acknowl­ 
edged a military pact had been made 
with the United States ‘ three or four 
years ago.” They said the agreement 
“ gives us the certainty that the U.S 
will not desert us and let us fight against 
the Communists on our own.” 
The State Department said the agree­ 
ment was signed in 1965, but was no 
more than a “ military contingency plan" 
based on previous commitments to the 
Southeast Asian country. 
The White House statement said: 
‘The two governments have agreed 
that approximately 6,000 U.S. m ilitary 
personnel, from the Air Force and the 
Army are to be withdrawn from Thai­ 
land.” 
The announcement added that the Uni­ 
ted States and Thailand had completed 
“ bilateral talks to arrange for an o r­ 
derly reduction of U.S. forces” in the 
Smith Asian country bordering on South 
V ictnam

up the bombardment 
where Marine artillerym en left off. 
Combat across South Vietnam was re­ 
ported as light, but a terro rist mine 
exploited beneath a bus 35 miles east 
of Saigon Monday, killing 11 civilians 


and wounding six, communiques said. 
In Saigon, Monday night, terro rists 
shot to death a South Vietnamese Army 
captain and wounded his girlfriend in 
the 
C ho Ion 
district. 
The gunmen 
escaped. 
Refusing to say exactly how many 
Leathernecks from the 3rd Marine Di­ 
vision departed this morning, the U.S. 
Command issued this statement: 
“ Slightly over 1,000 personnel with 
varying tours of duty iu Vietnam are 
being airlifted to Okinawa for 
indiv­ 
idual assignments with the 9th Marine 
Amphibious Brigade.” 


It added that the withdrawal of 4,900 
more Marines would begin Wednesday, 
with all of them headed back to 
the 
United States by Mooduy. 
Leathernecks still manning one past 
just below the Demilitarized Zone DM2 
came under attack Monday when Com­ 
munist troops shelled their gun base 
with 10 m ortar rounds. Headquarters 
reported Ught casualties.

An Army Corps of Engineers’ 
decision to grant three addition­ 
al exploratory oil drilling per­ 
mits in federal waters in the 
Santa Barbara without holding a 
public hearing drew strong cri­ 
ticism Monday from members 
of the Board of Supervisors. 
First 
District Supervisor 
George H. Clyde termed state­ 
ments by Col. Norman E. Pehr­ 
son, the corps’ Los Angeles 
district engineer, as smacking 
of an ‘ Alice in Wonderland” 
attitude on the part of Federal 
authorities. 
The board voted 4-1 to refer 
the matter to County Counsel 
George P. Kading for “ appro­ 
priate action.” Kading told the 
board the statements in Col. 
Pehrson’s letter and the action 
taken by the corps is a “ type 
of thing which precipitates re­ 
straining orders.” 
Only 
Fifth District Super­ 
visor Curtis Tunnell objected. 
Tunnell called it a continuation 
of a ‘‘fruitless effort” to bar 
drilling by oil companies on 
federally leased parcels beyond 
the three-mile state limit. 
‘ It seems ridiculous to me to 
have the county counsel spend 
time and money on this wild 
goose chase when other county 
work requires his attention.” 
At the same time, the super­ 
visors by the same 4-1 vote, 
authorized dispatch of a let- 


ter to Col. Pehrson asking that 
public hearings be granted by 
the corps before it acts on 
six new oil exploratory d rill­ 
ing on its Outer Continental 
Shelf parcels as requested now 
by Humble Oil and Refining Co. 
(4 permits sought) and Union 
Oil Co. (2 permits sought). 
Sun Oil Company is asking 
also for a permit in the lastest 
requests going before the corps. 
It seeks to install a submarine 
pipeline cable 
connecting its 
proposed new Hillhouse plat­ 
form 
off Carpintería 
Valley 
to the shoreline near Summer- 
land. 
Col. Pehrson informed the 
board his office was issuing two 
permits to Humble Oil and one 
to Shell Oil Co. for explora­ 
tory 
drilling on OCS parcels 
without 
a public hearing as 
sought by the board. 
He said in his letter dated 
Sept. 25 he was issuing the 
permits as of Sept. 26. The de­ 
cision was made on the basis 
of consideration of navigation 
and national security only, he 
said, 
as

notices. 
Supervisors are contending 
the corps should consider the 
public interest, in view of the 
continuing oil leakages in the 
channel which began late last 
January with an eruption on the 
Union Oil lease.

Decisions by the Army Corps 
of Engineers in coming weeks or 
months could cause a prolifera­ 
tion of oil drilling

Nixon backs popular vote

UPl) —Pre.v 
ident Nixon today threw his full 
support behind a proposal to 
abolish the electoral college and 
provide for direct election of 
American presidents. 
Nixon dropped tactical oppo­ 
sition to the plan and urged the 
Senate to approve a House- 
passed 
constitutional amend­ 
ment “ as promptly as possible” 
so that the states can vote for 
ratification in time for the 1972 
presidential election. 
Nixon sent a message to 
Congress 
last 
Feb. 
20- one 
month 
after 
taking 
office 
following his squeaker election 
victory —calling for revision, 
but 
not 
abolition, 
of 
the 
electoral college. 
He suggested that Congress 
replace the winter-take-all elec­ 
toral system, under which a 
candidate who wins a state’s 
popular vote captures all its 
electoral votes, with a plan by 
which 
the 
candidates 
would 
split the electoral votes on a 
proportional basis. 
Nixon said at the time he did 
not 
believe 
an 
amendment 


providing for elimination of the 
electoral college could over­ 
come 
controversy 
and 
be 
adopted by the required three 
fourths of the states by the 1972 
elections.

Sukkot and Simhat Torah 


FIRST SUCH GIFT to a military installation is theSefer 
Torah presented to the Jewish community of Vandenberg- 
Lompoc this month. Admiring the gold lettered on blue scroll 
are left and right, Rabbi William Z. Dalin who brought the 
gift from the Chief Chaplain of the Israeli Defense Forces, 


and Chaplain (Capt.) Richard J. Stepakof, Jewish lay lead­ 
er at Vandenberg. Originally belonging to a Rumanian com­ 
munity, the Torah was one of many hidden and saved from 
destruction during World War II. 


The first Sefer Torah ever presented 
to a military installation, it was carried 
from Israel recently by Rabbi William 
Z. Dalin. W estern Area director, com­ 
mission on Jewish Chaplaincy, National 
Jewish Welfare Board, lie presented it to 
Capt. Richard J. Stepakof, lay leader, 
as a gift from the Chief Chaplain, Is­ 
raeli Defense Forces. 
In appreciation for the gift, Vanden­ 
berg - Lompoc Jewish community provid­ 
ed funds for the construction of a per­ 
manent Aron Hakodesh, a Holy Ark, at 
an Israeli Air Base. 
It will be dedicated at the Simhat Tor­ 
ah service Friday, Oct. 3. Rabbi William 
Z. Dalin of San Francisco will conduct 
the 8 p.m. services in the Center Chap­ 
el on Vandenberg. Aiding him will be a 
cantor.

Saturday morning 
services will start at 10:30 with YIZ-

The Lompoc-Vandenberg Jewish Com­ 
munity is celebrating a festival of two­ 
fold significance called Sukkot. Sukkot is 
the Hebrew word for *booths’ or ‘taber­ 
nacles’ and commemorates the depart­ 
ure from Egypt and the 40 years of wan­ 
dering when the Israelites lived in tem­ 
porary shelters. Since it was celebrated 
at the time of the harvest, Sukkot was also 
celebrated as a festival of thanks to God 
for the crop. Since the time their fore­ 
fathers settled in Caanan, Sukkot has 
been celebrated by Jews as the Thanks­ 
giving. 
Eight days after Sukkot comes the gay­ 
est day of the Jewish year — Simhat 
Torah — the Rejoicing in the Law. It is 
a holiday dedicated to a book — the Tor­ 
ah. In the synagogue, the last chapter in 
Deuteronomy and the first chapter in 
Genesis are read. Thus the cycle of Tor­ 
ah reading continues and the circle of the 
Torah is eternal, without beginning or 
end. 
This year Simhat Torah has spec­ 
ial meaning to Jews of this area. For 
the first time they have their own Torah.

Rico Petrocelli, the Boston 
Red Sox slugging shortstop, is 
in a class by himself when it 
comes to hitting home runs. 
Petrocelli became the first 
shortstop in American League 
history to 
hit 40 home runs 
Monday night as he led the Red 
Sox to an 8-5 victory over the 
Washington 
Senators. 
Ernie 
Banks, who hit 47 home runs 
for the 1958 Chicago Clubs, 
holds the major league mark. 
Petrocelli, who also cracked 
two singles in a 17-hit Red Sox 
attack, wrote his name into the 
record books when he lined a 
solo homer into the left field 
bullpen in the seventh inning to 
give Boston a 6-3 lead. 
Vern Stephens, a former Red 
Sox great in the early 1950's, 
held the previous high among 
American 
League shortstops 
with 39. 
In his previous four major 
league seasons, Petrocelli had 
never hit more than 18 home 
runs. But this year the 26-year- 
old muscleman lias been hitting 
for the distance at a steady 
rate while the Red Sox have 
been floudering in the Eastern 
Division behind champion Balti­ 
more Orioles and the Detroit 
Tigers. 
In the only other game in the 
majors, Detroit defeated Balti­ 
more, 4-1, and remained 
games ahead of Boston 
fight for second place 
East.

Salmon are beginning to come 
back again but fishing is still 
very spotty. 
Those few fish that have been 
taken are showing an increase 
in size with some going well 
over 20 pounds. However, fish­ 
ing is by no means anywhere 
near being normal. 
Reports are that com m ercial 
fishing has also picked up with 
some real lunkers being taken 
in deep water where the aver­ 
age andcom m erical“ am ateur” 
can’t fish. 
With a distinct change in water 
tem perature, a return to nor­ 
mal 
conditions for this time 
of the year can be predicted. 
Albacore are within 35 miles 
for Morro Bay and special alb­ 
acore boats are beginning to 
bring in fish. Contact Virg’s 
Landing Morro Bay for rates 
and departure tim es. The Port 
Morro Marina is also handling 
albacore boats and can also be 
contacted. 
Rock fishing is still what 
you might call “ so-so” . 
One 
day fish are being taken and 
the next couple of days may 
not produce anything. But the 
latest 
flurry 
of 
salmon 
activity has most salt water 
fisherm en too occupied trying 
to make up for lost time in pur­ 
suit ol s ilv e rs ana Chinooks. 
In spite of varied publicity, 
salmon fishing in northern Cal­ 
ifornia has not been too good. 
Trinidad had everything against 
it. C urrents changed, and there 
was a lot of poor weather. The 
much-vaunted Klamath area was 
also in the doldroms, We met 
two parties— both salmon “ ex­ 
p erts” — who put in five days at 
the mouth of the Klamath with 
nary a fish. Then, on our return 
from Oregon 
we stayed with 
fishing relatives in Porterville 
who had just returned from the 
Klamath, Rogue and Trinidad 
areas with the sam e sad story. 
The first part of the salmon 
season in Oregon and the north- 
ern part of California was good. 
The Rogue River had one of 
the l>est seasons on record. But 
at the moment, it seem s runs 
are over. Oregon, however re­ 
ports the salmon run that is 
about ended, was the best 
on 
record, numerically reported. 
FRESH WATER FISHING 
Lopez Reservoir took its last 
planting, apparently was a com­ 
paratively heavy plant with a lot 
of fish going over a pound 
included in the stocking. Fish­ 
ing has been excellent but cold 
winds have presented casting 
problem s. A little trout “ know 
how,” however, usually insures 
a full creel. 
During our last trip to Lop­ 
ez we did see a few too many 
over- limits being taken and hope 
game 
wardens 
make a trip 
through that area. 
At 
Nacimiento Lake, 
cat- 
fisherm en have been doing well 
both day and night. Frozen an­ 
chovies and shrim p appear to 
be best bait, according to Dick 
Kelsey, who manages the mar­ 
ina. Snake 
and Dip Creeks 
are the best spots so far. Bass 
fishing has not been too hot of 
late, taking bass fishing skill to 
locate this species. Bass are 
sticking pretty close to the bot­ 
tom and have to be enticed by a 
jog or eel of plastic work work­ 
ed slowly on the bottom. 
Crappie fishing is still very 
slow at Nacimiento with a few 
being caught with sm all sonic 
lures trolled slowly and fairly 
deep. Bluegill are plentiful and 
can lie caught by the sackfull 
Nacimiento also has a fishing 
derby which has attracted much 
attention. There is no entry fee 
but all fishermen entering the 
contest must sign up at the dock 
P resent derby ends Oct. 14 
with a $50 m erchandise prize 
to go for the biggest game fish 
weighed at the m arina. As a 
grand prize, a Fenwick 
rod 
and reel will be given to the 
angler with the biggest bass 
during all three derbies. Con­ 
tests will close Dec. 15, 1969. 
M argarita Lake reports bass 
action is fair to good with best 
results attained in *he deep 
holes below cliffs and rocky 
points and heavy brush. A few 
catfish 
are being 
taken 
on 
worm s but all in all, action on 
these fish is slow. 
HUNTING 
The first half of the dove 
season closes today with the 
second half opening again 
on 
Saturday, Nov. 29 and lasting 
through Sunday, Dec. 14. 
Locally the season has been 
fair to poor with doves moving 
to warmer clim ates.

World.” 
Second, many members of 
the tired blood set who would

Third, the program is what is 
known in the trade as a soft 
show. What is meant by this is 
that it doesn’t have oomph, 
“ it,” pizzazz—stuff like that 
there.

Now look here! 


Garrett Mardin, the professor and 
author, has some provocative things to 
say about population control if an ad­ 
vance c o d v outline of h is ideas is any 
indication. Hardin will address the Van- 
denberg Lompoc-Vandenberg Branch of 
the American Association of University 
Women Wednesday. 
I 
disagree 
with 
some of Hardin’s ba­ 
sic ideas as present­ 
ed in the advance out­ 
line, 
but 
in 
retro­ 
spect. I may be split­ 
ting hairs as the say­ 
ing goes. 
The opening 
sen­ 
tence of the outline, 
which 
is 
entitled, 
“ How Freedom in a 
Commons 
B r i n g s 
Tragedy,” reads: “ Because science has 
presented us with so many gifts, we of­ 
ten fail to realize that it cannot solve 
every problem we put to it.’’ If I under­ 
stand what Hardin means by the words 
he uses, I disagree. Certainly the abil­ 
ity of science to solve problems is fin­ 
ite, but for all practical purposes it is 
infinite. 
I hope 1 don’t do the good profes­ 
sor an injustice, but his thoughts seem 
to me to be only warmed over Malthus. 
Readers of economics may remember 
that Thomas Robert Malthus advanced 
the theory that population would out­ 
strip man’s ability to feed himself. 
Hardin concentrates on one aspect 
of human breeding but that also involves 
the food angle. As a matter of fact, early 
in his outline, Hardin says: “ Farming 
the seas and developing new strains of 
wheat cannot solve the problem; they 
merely increase the number of people 
who will ultimately suffer the agony of 
famine and social disorder.” 


Haruin may be pulling our collective 
leg. Some of the things he says about 
overpopulation are 
already 
facts of 
life: educated jaeople the world over take 
for granted that family size should be 
controlled. It’s true that the problem 
boils down to a matter of educating 
all peoples the world over to go along 
with the idea and we may be losing 
ground, but the technology of producing 
food is not standing still. 
The difference between Hardin’s ideas 
and mine is basically that what ever 
we need to do, we’ll do in the last ana­ 
lysis. I would have appreciated Hardin 
much more if he had coupled his thoughts 
with recognition of key problems of log­ 
istics. For example one of modern so­ 
ciety’s main problems has been how to 
get the food from the field to the table. 
Food traditionally has rotted in ware­ 
houses because of the economics while 
people elsewhere starve. We pay wealthy 
landowners for not sowing crops. We 
have become so complicated in our dis­ 
tribution methods that there are a doz­ 
en non-farmer “ in-betweens,” between 
the firm er who tills the soil and the 
hungry diner, hence an inflated pur­ 
chase price at one end and an impover­ 
ished farmer at the other end. 
Hardin may say that problem is in- 
soluable also, but I know it isn’t. Har­ 
din is correct when he alludes to the way 
we are plundering the oceans and pol­ 
luting water and air supplies. He knows, 
however, that the problems of pollution 
can and will be solved. 
Hardin knows these things, but I’m 
not so sure that he really intends to 
crank them into his thesis. Near the 
end of his outline Hardin notes: “ The 
only way we can preserve and nurture 
other and more precious freedoms is 
by relinquishing the freedom to breed, 
and ihat very soon. . .and it is the role 
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I guess I'm R E A LLY with it— I never have worn a bra!" 


of education to reveal to all the nec­ 
essity of abandoning the freedom to 
breed.” 
I agree there is a problem. I also 
agree that some drastic solution must 
be found to control population trends. At 
the same time I take a little broader 
view of the total problem than Harding 
seems to. For example he has obvious­ 
ly abandoned the idea that an appeal to 
the conscience of human beings will have 
more that than temporary value. Hardin 
notes: “ Since such a campaign would de­ 
pend on conscience, it is not acceptable. 
Later he says: “ . . .we must have co­ 
ercion, i.e., a denial of the commons 
to reproducers.” If this means what I 
think it does, Hardin is posing a way of 
life that is so radically different from 
what we have known as to be suspect. 
It all gets down the question of “ who” 
is 
to decide 
who 
should procreate 
and jvhen and howmuch. 
That is a pretty weighty question and 
I don’t think Hardin would want to 
answer it except in highly generaliz­ 
ed terms.

Vocal GOP

When President Nixon appears to be 
trying to appease opposing factions in 
the country many Republicans grow in­ 
creasingly disenchanted and vocal. Said 
an important G.O.P. party 
leader 
to 
me: “ What’s Nixon think he is doing? 
He’s a Republican.” 
Sure, that's right. But Mr. Nixon is 
most certainly not a Republican Presi­ 
dent— at least not in the sense that he 
can function with the support only of the 
Republican party. 
His is not a minority party. Much in 
our country today moves on cliches 
that are simply not true. The propagan­ 
dized public has merely been fed and 
refed this minority-party cliche so of­ 
ten that the public believes it. If the 
47 per cent Democratic versus 27 per­ 
cent Republican 
registrations 
really 
meant anything, why hold elections at 
all? 
Actually, Democrat-Republican regis­ 
tration notwithstanding, the turn came, 
after long growth and in an enormous 
way, in 1966. And this is the kind of 
thing that brings everybody in Washington 
down off his stilts. 
Take Mr. Nixon’s 
own 
Ca ifornia, 
where Democrat reg­ 
istrations outnumber 
the Republicans by 
about 3 to 2. Presi­ 
dent Johnson won the 
state in 1965 by 1.3 
million votes. 
Yet 
George 
L. Murphy 
won his Senate seat 
by 200,000 votes on 
the Republican tick­ 
et. And within 
two 
years Ronald Reagan 
took the California governorship for the 
Republicans by more than a million. This 
was the turnover of more than 2.3 million 
votes in our most populous state since 
the L B J landslide, although the Calif­ 
ornia pro-Democrat registration advan­ 
tage remained practically unchanged 
The 1966 aggregate vote of Republican 
senatorial candidates, the pro-Democrat 
registrations notwithstanding, exceeded 
the Democratic vote in 33 of the 50 
state. 
Exclusive 
of 
Arkansas (Sen. 
John L. McClellan, unopposed), the final 
national figures were 13,654,734 Repub­ 
lican votes against 12,971,157 Democratic. 
In the 35 gubernatorial elections the 
Republican 
votes 
totalled 
21,165,916; 
Democratic, 18,696,312; 
minor 
can­ 
didates and write-ins, 1,584.394. Minor­ 
ity party? 
The number of Democratic governors 
has been dropping steadily for the past 
10 years. There are now so few that they 
are practically down to bedrock This 
year only 11 of the 35 governors up for 
election or re-election are Democratic. 
And if the Democrats lose only seven Sen­ 
ate seats Mr. Nixon’s party could control 
the Senate for the first time since 
1954. 
But— and here is the Presidential 
agony— Mr. Nixon won in 1968 by only 
43.4 per cent of the popular vote. Vice- 
President Hubert H. Humphrey got an 
incredibly close 43 per cent and third- 
party candidate George C.Wallace 13.6 
per cent. 
Mr. Nixon won the election with 302 
electoral votes. Had Mr. Humphrey car­ 
ried California, Mr. Humphrey would 
have won 
only 14 of the 50 states. 
But California’s 40 electoral votes would 
have given him 231 to Mr. Nixon’s 262. 
A majority of 269 is required. Mr. 
Humphrey’s California win would have 
denied Mr. Nixon the needed 269, and 
Mr. Wallace’s 45 would have prevented 
anyone from winning the 1968 election. 
President Nixon has been put way out 
on a thin plank over a deep sea. 
While the Republicans, most under­ 
standably and with much soundness, 
may not like Mr. Nixon’s constant at­ 
tempts to bring in all elements in the 
country, it is politically indispensable. 
This may not be true after the 1972 el­ 
ection, if Mr. Nixon is re-elected, but 
it is true in this first term. And today 
is what we’re talking about. 
Washington has been described as a 
place where they cut your throat on one 
side so that your friends can’t see you 
bleeding to death. Mr. Nixon is getting 
a good deal of that cutting, not only 
from Democrats and from some actual 
Republicans but also from 
so-called 
Republicans 
like 
New 
York 
Sena­ 
tor Jacob 
K. Javits, who has his own 


fish to fry in ethnic-conscious, polyglot 
New York City where it is personally 
better for Mr. Javits to play the Dem­ 
ocratic game nine times out of 10 than 
to support either the Republican party 
or Mr. Nixon. 
To those who ask how Mr. Nixon is 
doing in the White House and to those 
Republicans who ask the question the 


party leader asked me, the simple fact 
is that with the mandate-problem he must 
live with, and with both houses of Con­ 
gress against him, President Nixon by 
any conceivable political yardstick is 
doing amazingly well.

South Coast study

Efforts of county officials to achieve 
an unprecedented South Coast govern­ 
mental study—embracing the area from 
the underdeveloped Gaviota area all the 
way east to the Ventura County boundary 
east of Carpinteria — will be carried on 
before the Santa Barbara County—Cities 
Area Planning Council Oct. 16. 
Area Planning Council sanction for a 
Federal grant which could amount to 
$250,000 or more—if approved by the 
U.S. Department of Housing and Urban 
Development—might or might not be 
difficult to obtain. 
North county representatives on the 
council might reflect some views north 
of the county seat that too much Federal 
— and county —money and county employ­ 
ee time is already goingg to push pro­ 
jects that benefit South Coast communi­ 
ties only. 
Fifth District Supervisor Curtis Tun- 
nell, of Santa Maria, has stressed such 
views at recent supervisor meetings. 
In fact, it is believed that Tunneil’s 
strong views on the matter were a fac­ 
tor in the decision of the Local Agency 
Formation Commission in deciding to 
push for a Federal grant to hire a con­ 
sultant for the study rather than utilize 
county tax funds which are derived from 
north as well as south sections of the 
county. 


Tunnell had raised this issue recently 
when it was shown the countv was in 
position to get a $49,500 HUD grant for 
a consultant to do a water-sewer survey 
chiefly for the South Coast area. He 
said this also meant expenditure of much 
time by county employes even though 
Federal monies would finance the con­ 
sultant’s time. 
A South Coast governmental study

which might attract another quarter of 
a million dollars for South Coast pur­ 
poses—plus a large amount of time by 
various county departments in provid­ 
ing research support—could gain criti­ 
cism not only from Santa Maria Valley 
and Cuyama Valley areas, but also other 
North County sectors. 
LAFCO had turned down a suggestion 
by Carpinteria Mayor Allan Coates, Jr . 
that the proposed HUD grant for the gov­ 
ernmental study be applied to a study 
covering the entire county. 
Goleta Valley is a big problem in 
county government, it is agreed, and 
such a study would dilute this matter, 
South Coast officials feel. Its growth 
is such that it is swallowing up many 
of the county’s tax dollars in having it 
serviced by county departments. 
What was originally proposed as Gol­ 
eta Valley governmental guide studv— 
perhaps costing the county or Federal 
government only $50,000 or so-now 
has emerged into a giant study plan of 
an area stretching from Carpinteria to 
Gaviota. 


a HUD financed study—by a carefully 
selected consultant insuring utter objec­ 
tivity—would have many advantages not 
only for the South Coast area, but no 
doubt county as well, it can be argued. 
It could result in central service fac­ 
ilities—for transportation, water, sewer, 
air pollution control, pest abatement, 
recreation — which support costly dupli­ 
cations due to various municipal, county 
and special district boundaries. 
Thus, South Coast officials are ready 
to take the case before the Area Plann­ 
ing Council Oct. 16 in Santa Barbara 
that a South Coast governmental study 
could furnish guidelines for the next 
decade or more that could have a posi­ 
tive effect on future county tax rates.

The article quoted Walter N. Rothschild 
Jr ., who had been president of the pre­ 
stigious firm for nine years and with 
the company for 24, as saying, “ As 
president of Abraham and Straus, I 
have been increasingly concerned with 
community problems to the extent that 
I don’t think I am able to do justice to 
the company. . . .” 
Rothschild is 49. 
In an age when we 
read that anyone past 
30 is “ over the h ill” 
this 
is 
a 
heart­ 
warming example of 
the fact that, all over 
the 
country, 
there 
. 
^ 
are “ old” (past 45) 
men and women who 
are devoting so much 
of their time aiding 
their feliowmen for 
free that their own 
work (for which they 
are paid) suffers. 


Rothschild noted that he could not do the 
two jobs. So he quit the one to “ explore 
some of the urgent 
problems of urban 
life.” 
Not every man or woman, of course, 
can quit his paid employment. But more 
and more men and wornm, when they 
reach retirement and have an Income 
to live on without working, are turning 
to helping others full time. 
Thousands of retired businessmen are 
acting as nonpaid advisers to younger 
men (black and white) starting bus­ 
inesses. Other thousands serve in helo 


ing struggling young companies in de­ 
veloping countries in what is commonly 
called the Paunch Corps and in private 
aid groups. 
But even more important are the 
millions of “ old” Americans who serve 
before 
retirement 
without 
piay and 
without recognition in 
aiding their 
communities through their churches, 
their social and civic organizations and 
sei vice clubs. 
The Daughters of the American Re­ 
volution, for example, frequently de­ 
rided by the youthful 
revolutionaries 
as “ plump old ladies with prehistoric 
ideas,” for years have been fighting 
an uphill battle for equality and op­ 
portunity for the American Indian, whose 
lot has been even more difficult in 
some ways than that of the Negro. 
In total, the amount of volunteer man 
hours spent by millions of individuals 
in thousands of organizations is stagger­ 
ing. The number of handicapped young 
people and old they have helped to 
better educations and greater economic 
and social opportunities is tremendous. 
It is easy to stand off and say these 
men and women and these organizations 
have not done enough, or that they are 
part of the “ Establishment” or the 
status quo, or that they are “ fuddy- 
duddies.” 


But this reporter grew up in a poor 
area in a poor time (the Great Dep­ 
ression) and all around him he saw 
people who would not have made it 
had it not been for those fuddy-duddies. 
The sar.e thing can be seen in every 
neighborhood today -rich or poor—for 
it is not only in the slums and among 
the other economically deprived 
that 
desperation exists.
